SuBJEcT: “THE SEA OTTERS OF 
AMCHITKA” 


After the discovery of Alaska in 1743, the sea 
otters were exploited for their valuable fur and in 
less than 50 years their population dropped from 
hundreds of thousands to become almost extinct. Pro- 
tected by international treaty in 1911, they have 
slowly increased their numbers until now they are 
fairly abundant over most of their former range. 

Amchitka Island, which rises an average of 300 
feet above sea level, is surrounded by kelp beds in 
which the sea otters feed and sleep most of the time. 
They are generally non-migratory. Otters sleep, eat 
and usually swim on their backs. Pups stay with 
their mothers for about a year. The mother often 
dives for food while the pup sleeps. An older pup, 
one able to dive for its own food, nevertheless takes 
food items from its mother’s paw while she is eating. 
The sea urchin makes up most of the diet in the 
Amchitka area, but also included are fish, limpit, 
mussel, barnacle, starfish, crab, welk, and octopus. 


During storms, the otters often “haul out” onto 
the rocks, as do the Steller’s sea lions and harbor 
seals. Other animals appearing in the film are rock 
ptarmigan, bald eagle, horned puffin, harlequin duck, 
Pacific eider, emperor geese, oystercatcher, and 
black guillemot. 

The film was photographed in the western Aleutian 
Islands of Alaska by H. Robert Krear.

PETER TEBNEFF, Chief Installer in the Carpenter 
Shop, emigrated from Vladivostok, Siberia to Shang- 
hai at the age of 14. He was one of the cadets of the 
Habarovsk Military Academy and this move would 
be one of two in his life escaping communism. In 
Shanghai, he made his living as a bandmaster with 
the French police and also conducted a concert band 
comprised of Russian emigrants. It was here that 
he met his wife, Veronica. 

After 25 years, another communist regime saw 
the Tebneffs fleeing for refuge to the Philippine 
Islands. In 22 months, he found himself in charge of 
a group of 840 evacuees to the U.S. and San Fran- 
cisco on the transport General M. L. Hersey. Brief 
employment at Mt. Zion Hospital was followed by 
a temporary job, in 1951, at the CAS installing sur- 
plus metal shelves in the old library in North Ameri- 
can Hall. His temporary service was so effective that 
almost immediately he became a regular member of 
the staff. 

As Chief Installer, he is truly “Jack-of-all-trades” 
being charged with maintaining the physical Academy 
from roof to basement—no mean job.
